Belleville  Avenue  Bridge. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Township 
Committee  a  petition  was  presented  re¬ 
questing  the  Committee  to  pass  a  resolu¬ 
tion  requiring  the  New  York  and  Green¬ 
wood  Lake  R.  R.  Company  to  rebuild 
their  bridge  over  Belleville  Ave.  in  such 
a  way  as  to  cross  that  sheet  by  a  single 
span.  The  bridge  now  has  three  abut¬ 
ments  or  supports  located  in  the  line 
of  the  sheet,  one  of  them  being  directly 
in  the  middle  of  the  roadway  *  This  is 
very  dangerous  to  the  public,  and  several 
accidents  have  occurred  there  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  it 

When  the  bridge  wafc  first  erected  it 
was  understood  that  it  was  to  be  a  tem¬ 
porary  structure,  and  that  a  new  and  sui¬ 
table  one  would  take  its  place  in  Aw6  or 
three  years,  but  fifteen  years  have  now 
passed  and  it  is  time  the  nuisance  was 
abated.  This  petition  was  signed  by  a 
large  number  of  influential  property 
owners,  and  the  clerk  was  directed  to  no 
tify  the  company  to  remove  the  bridge. 
If  this  request  is  not  complied  with  the 
most  efficacious  remedy  will  be  to  have 
the  comjjfinv  indicted  for  obstructing 
the  streets.

The  Absolute  Need  of  Good  High¬ 
ways. 

To  The  Citizen  : 

In  looking  over  a  late  No.  of  the  “  Amer¬ 
ican  Engineer,”  I  was  attracted  to  the  fol¬ 
lowing,  and  as  it  is  so  full  of  practical 
truths  and  suggestions  I  send  it  complete. 

“  The  Illinois  State  Board  of  Agricul¬ 
ture  has  issued  a  circular  to  the  Commis¬ 
sioners  of  Highways  of  the  State  of  Illi¬ 
nois,  calling  for  a  convention  of  Highway 
Commissioners  to  meet  at  Springfield, 
Tuesday,  April  17,  1886.  The  object  of 
the  convention  is  to  set  in  motion  a  scheme 
for  the  improvement  of  the  public  roads 
in  Illinois,  and  to  develop  the  most  intel¬ 
ligent  ideas  relating  to  that  subject.  The 
importance  of  this  move  is  evident  to 
every  person  who  is  at  all  acquainted  with 
the  general  condition  of  the  roads  in  this 
State  in  the  wet  season,  during  six  months 
of  the  year,  in  the  fall  winter  and  spring 
when  frost  is  out  of  the  ground  and  the 
soil  is  saturated  with  water.  During  the 
period  it  is  a  great  task  to  drive  from  one 
town  to  another  over  most  of  the  roads 
with  the  lightest  kind  of  a  vehicle.  To 
the  fanrier  though  to  whom  this  part  of 
the  year  is  tho  only  convenient  season  to 
market  his  produce,  such  a  condition  of 
roads  imposes  an  enormous  tax  in  the 
shape  of  time,  labor  and  wear  and  tear 
which  it  is  safe  to  say  nearly  equals  the 
tax  imposed  by  the  transportation  com¬ 
panies  for  their  labor.  It  is  evident  that 
if  the  roads  could  be  improved  so  that 
teams  could  have  twice  or  three  times  the 
weight  as  before  at  a  given  speed,  the 
cost  would  be  but  one-half  or  one  third 
what  it  was  before,  and  leave  that  much 
more  time  to  the  farmer  for  productive 
uses.  When  the  roads  are  so  saturated 
with  water  that  the  wheels  sink  into  the 
mud  to  the  hubs,  it  is  a  farce  to  attempt 
to  do  any  hauling,  and  yet  how  many  of 
our  roads  are  now  regularly  in  that  con¬ 
dition  every  year,  when  by  expenditure 
of  a  tithe  of  the  time  wastefully  used  haul 
ng  over  such  roads,  in  providing  drain¬ 
age  and  grading  roadbed,  and,  when 
available,  covering  with  gravel  or  broken 
stone  they  could  be  made  passable  for 
good  loads  during  the  most  unfavorable 
seasons  of  the  year  f 

Trautwine  states  that  the  tractive  force 
required  to  haul  a  ton  at  a  slow  speed 
over  a  level  plank  road  in  good  condition 
is  30  to  50  pounds  ;  over  a  road  of  broken 
stone  laid  on  a  bed  of  concrete  46  to  75 
pounds  ;  over  a  McAdam  road  of  small 
broken  stone  62  to  75  pounds ;  over  a 
gravel  road,  140  pounds,  and  over  com¬ 
mon  earth  roads  in  good  condition  200  to 
300  pounds. 

It  is  evident  from  the  foregoing  that  if 
gravel  can  be  procured  to  make  roads 
with,  the  tractive  force  can  be  reduced  to 
one-half  that  required  on  an  earth  road 
enabling  double  the  load  to  be  hauled 
aud  McAdamizing  will  enable  a  team  to 
haul  three  times  the  load  which  it  could 
on  an  earth  road  in  equally  good  condi¬ 
tion.  If  such  facts  were  thoroughly  un¬ 
derstood  by  the  public  and  they  could  be 
made  to  see  that  their  extra  expense  in 
time  and  labor  for  hauling  over  poor 
roads  would  more  than  pay  for  building 
good  roads,  such  a  condition  Mould  be 
speedily  remedied  when  the  material  was 
available.  Even  where  such  material 
cannot  be  obtained,  it  is  possible  by  care 
in  draining  and  working  to  keep  the  dirt 
roads  iq  such  a  condition  as  to  be  pas¬ 
sable  at  all  times  without  reminding  one 
of  the  Slough  of  Despond. 

We  are  hopeful  that  that  the  conven¬
